“ Almost every problem hu­ 
m a nity ha s ever fa ced is un­

A Hand Or A Handout 


Merryle S. Rukeyscr, economist whose 
column is carried in The Lincoln Star, is 
not among the liberals of the country. He 
has a deep conviction that the less one 
meddles with our economic system, the 
better off it will be. He especially feels 
this wav in regard to any government med­ 
dling with the economy. Thus, it is some* 
what unusual to find him in much of any 
agreement with the Demorriitic adminis­ 
tration in Wasliinglori. 
In his column of last Monday, he ex­ 
pressed no agreement with the administra­ 
tion but did point out a 
principle that is th e 
same as that being ap­ 
plied by President John­ 
son in the latter’s pur

suit of an anti-poverty program for the na­ 
tion. In regard to poverty, Rukeyser wrote; 
‘‘Sentiment is noble, but the cure should 
be based on prudent economic principles.” 
He told the story of a banker who, in the 
1920’s, acquired a hunting lodge which in­ 
cluded a substantial amount of land. On 
this land were located squatters who were 
accustomed to an annual cash handout 
from the previous owner. 
The new owner stopped the handout but 
Instigated a study of ways to turn the squat­ 
ters into successful farmers. He backed 
them with a loan and those who failed to 
meet their responsibilities were given a 
three-vear eviction notice. His program in­ 
cluded the latest training and equipment 
In agriculture. 
More than sentiment, the banker’s pro­ 
gram employed what Rukeyser calls “ pru­ 
dent economic principles.” Rukeyser, of 
course, is absolutely right in his analysis 
and the banker in his story was a far better 
and greater humanitarian than the man 
who preceded him. 
★ 
There are many people who would 
agree to this but who would then proceed 
to take issue with the anti-poverty program 
of the national administration. This, how­ 
ever, is precisely what the anti-poverty 
program seeks to do—replace sentiment 
with prudent economic principles. The wel­ 
fare programs of this nation have in the 
past operated more on the basis of handout 
than a helping hand. It is doubtful that this 
nation will ever eliminate the need for 
some kind of welfare. Even those who are 
helped and become independent as a result 
of an anti-poverty program may well face 
a short period of time in which they neM 
plain and simple welfare. If a man and his

family are without funds, they need some­ 
thing'to tide them over while they are be­ 
coming re-established and this something 
just about has to be a handout. 
Too, there will always be unique social 
situations which demand, for at least a 
limited period of time, a cash outlay to 
simply sustain life or protect the interest 
of hfipless human beings. But there Is no 
question that there are millions in this na­ 
tion who are now on welfare rolls and will 
be there for many years in the future un­ 
less there is action to put them Into the 
category of the financially Independent. 
This can be done through job training, In­ 
dustrial expansion and general rehabilita­ 
tion. In areas of chronic unemployment and 
poverty, there may be a need for an Im­ 
proved educational system, for some form 
of public housing and public health and pos­ 
sibly even public works programs. 


None of these things would be done for 
free; they would all require a public invest­ 
ment of funds. It is at this point that some 
people find disagreement with the Presi­ 
dent’s anti-poverty program—they oppose 
the principle of government programs to 
fight the principle of prudent economic 
policies. 
On the other hand, is it reasonable to 
expect that the total poverty program in 
the nation is to be met by a host of bankers, 
using 
the 
Rukeyser example, 
applying 
themselves to the problems of others? The 
banker was advancing paternalistic convic­ 
tions that could hardly be considered the 
answer for the entire nation. 
The slums of the nation are evidence 
of the fact that all men do not consider 
themselves to be their 
brother’s keeper. What 
individual is going to 
enter into areas where 
there are hundreds and 
thousands of economic problems and find 
the individual solutions that are demanded? 
The fact is that no individual is going to 
do this, nor can or should he be expected 
to. The problems are so large as to call 
for a planned and unified approach and the 
federal government is about the only vehi­ 
cle for doing this that we have. 
In the end, if the program works, it 
will be much more economical than plain 
charity. It calls for a little greater initial 
investment in the individual with the ex­ 
pectation that the individual will then find 
the independence that will make him a 
constructive part of society rather than a 
constant drain upon it.

Thousands of Catholics from the Dio­ 
cese of Lincoln gathered in northeast Lin­ 
coln Sunday for the purpose of dedicating 
the new Marian Center there. The center 
features a motherhouse for the Marian Sis­ 
ters, a Franciscan retreat house and the 
Villa Marie School for Exceptional Chil­ 
dren. 
The complex serves as a tribute to 
recognition by man of the true purpose of 
his being. This purpose is not any specific 
accumulation of the goods of the earth or 
any minimum level of social achievement. 


The purpose is to so live as to die in 
the favor of God. There have always been 
and doubtless always will be those who 
construe this as a principle of weakness, 
as an excuse for failure to achieve some­ 
thing ambitious in this world. 
But as all believers in God will attest, 


just the opposite is true. This is because 
the kind of life demanded to achieve the 
end sought demands criteria of stern pro­ 
portions. It is to live with tremendous pur­ 
pose and to meet challenges and adversity 
without flinching. 
It is to live as a source of strength 
for all those with whom you come in con­ 
tact and to make a contribution to society 
greater than that which you might receive. 
It is to assist rather than exploit, to build 
rather than destroy, to create rather than 
command. 
The Marian Center, therefore, is not 
just an achievement of a single church or 
religion. More than that, it is a monument 
of significance to the aspirations of all men 
toward a final union and eternity with 
their Creator. This is an objective, aside 
from any specific means, in which all may 
share.

power over 1.000 miles. It 
has never been done before 
in the United States. 
“ In my thirty years in 
Congress,” wrote Congress­ 
man Buckley, “ 1 cannot re­ 
call

which the forces of monop­ 
oly have been bold enough 
to advance a scheme more 
prejudicial to the interests 
of power consumers in the 
Pacific Northwest and 
the 
American 
taxpayers 
than 
that which has been pre­ 
sented to you by the Californ- 
is power companies. ”

S am

with the West Coast utilities, 
Buckley continued, “ Certain­ 
ly this is the first time that 
a great American city has 
permitted itself to be used in 
such a strange fashion.

Your Five Cents Worth 
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Johnson’s Reply 


President Lyndon Johnson handled the 
newsmen adroitly recently when he was 
asked whether Defense Secretary Robert 
McNamara’s past associations with the Re- 
ppblicans barred him from consideration 
as a Democratic vice presidential candi­ 
date. 
The President described McNamara as 
a “ very able, very imaginative and very 
great American” and went on to say that 
“ guilt by association” had never been a 
Johnson doctrine. 
Such a handsome tribute really shed 
no light on the presidential preference and 
to a great degree sent the newsmen away 
empty handed. But neither did it disqualify 
McNamara. 
Mr. McNamara is like a great many- 
other thoughtful Americans, choosing to 
place a public man or a public Issue above 
blind partisanship. In his private life he 
consorted at times with Republicans and 


supported candidates of that stripe. Y e t 
again he gave effective aid and comfort to 
the Kennedy campaign and later became 
a part of the New Frontier team. None of 
this is prejudicial to a private citizen. The 
one should offset the other. 
In public life the yardstick is different. 
An individual who associates himself with 
a party in high place more or less fore­ 
swears selective voting. The criterion be­ 
comes that of competence and effectiveness 
in office together with the desire and ca­ 
pacity to play on the team. In that respect 
McNamara has proved his fitness for con­ 
sideration as a vice presidential candidate. 
Precedent is abundant. Ex-President 
Herbert Hoover, 
a nominal Democrat, 
chose to hold office as a Republican. Ex- 
President Eisenhower, after a long mili­ 
tary career detached from political parti­ 
sanship, also chose to affiliate with the Re­ 
publican party.

Bingham Defies 


Bronx Machine 


A Traditional Rite 


Some 30 descendants together with 
representatives of the Nebraska State His­ 
torical Society Sunday gathered around an 
isolated grave east of Scottsbluff and car­ 
ried out a rite of remembrance. 
It was the grave of Rebecca Winters 
who died on the Mormon Trail August 15, 
1852. Her friends and fellow travelers 
buried her beside the trail, conducting rites 
with roughened hands but tender hearts; 
then resumed the westward trek. Most of 
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them reached the Utah home they dreamed 
of. 
Sunday it was the great great great 
granddaughter, 3-year-old Rebecca Winters 
Bennett, who laid the flowers on the grave, 
just as her mother had done in 1938. 
The original grave marker is still in 
place. The pioneers who ministered to Re­ 
becca Winters left embedded in the grave 
a steel tire from one of the wagons. A fam­ 
ily friend inscribed the name and date. 
Railroad men cared for the grave for many 
years. The tracks ran nearby. Later the 
site was marked by a fence and a monu­ 
ment. 
A spectator today needs only turn his 
back to shut out the modern day and look 
out across the prairie and see little change 
from that day when the wagon trains rolled 
west; the day when Rebecca Winters be­ 
came too ill to go further. The thoughtful 
visitor has no difficulty transporting him­ 
self back in time to dwell on the hardship, 
the hope, and the determination of those 
early homeseekers. 
Death was the price that many of the 
original pioneers paid for the victory 
achieved finally by the survivors. Rebecca 
Winters never got to see Salt Lake City. 
She was deprived of the satisfaction of 
growing old surrounded by successful chil­ 
dren and happy grandchildren in the land 
of Deseret. But somehow the old wagon 
tire with its simple legend has become a 
shrine of deep meaning. It has given many 
a visitor a sense of what the westward trek 
was all about, and what it cost. The destiny 
she dreamed of was not fulfilled. It was ex­ 
changed for something deeper, more sig­ 
nificant and longar lasting.

YORK — D a v i d 
faced the giant Goliath with 
some stones and a slingshot, 
and that is the way a con­ 
gressional contest in th e 
Bronx here, which is be­ 
ginning to attract national 
attention, looks today. 
T h e David is Jonathan 
Bingham running in th e 
Democratic p r i m a r y on 
June 2 against Rep. Charles 
A. Buckley. One of the last 
of the old-time city bosses, 
Buckley in his 30 years in 
Congress has ruled with an 
iron hand. His congressional 
seat has been little m o r e 
than a handy lever to aug­ 
ment his personal power. 
The contrast could not be 
sharper between the chal­ 
lenger and the boss. Bing­ 
ham resigned as one of 
America’s representatives to 
the United Nations out of a 
dedicated interest in politics 
and world affairs. He is a 
product of Groton school, 
Yale and a long participa­ 
tion in public life that has 
led him to the Bronx with 
its great reaches of cliff-like 
apartments in s e a r c h of 
votes. 
Under 
ordinary 
circum­ 
stances this D a v i d would 
have little chance in what in 
British parlance is a “ rotten 
borough” dominated by an 
ancient machine. But it so 
happens that Buckley h a s 
been tagged with one of the 
most shocking abuses of con­ 
gressional privilege in recent 
times. 
f-' ☆ 
As chairman of the House 
Public W o r k s committee, 
which he rarely goes near, 
he has nine staff members 
on the payroll who spend 
most of their time in th e 
Bronx o i l i n g his politi­ 
cal machine. Rep. James C. 
C l e v e l a n d , R-N.H., has 


shown that these so-called 
staff members were p a i d 
.$62,419 last year although 
law says they shall not en­ 
gage in any outside activi­ 
ties. 
So far this year they have 
been paid nearly $15,000, ac- 
c o r d i n g to Rep. 
Fred 
Schwengel of Iowa, another 
Republican who has b e e n 
fighting for fair staff assign­ 
ments by House Committees. 
The Republicans are calling 
for an investigation an d 
there is a chance they will 
get one although unfortunate­ 
ly not this year. 
Whether it is this latest 
disclosure or the mere fact 
that a reform candidate is 
compelling him to get out 
and campaign, Buckley 
is 
directing a savage attack on 
Bingham. He has dragged 
in his father. 
Sen, Hiram 
Bingham, a conservative Re­ 
publican 
dead 
for 
many 
years. 
Bingham was one 
of the few senators ever to 
be censured by the Senate 
and Buckley links his name 
with that of Sen. Joseph Mc­ 
Carthy.

More extraordinary is the 
charge that Bingham is anti- 
semitic because he and his 
wife, June, were members 
for a few months after they 
left college of America First, 
the isolationist organization 
seeking to keep America out 
of World War II. Bingham 
has b e e n identified with 
many causes for Israel and 
American Jewry. Mrs. Bing­ 
ham’s great-uncle w^as the 
late Sen. Herbert Lehman. 
When his widow, Mrs. Edith 
Lehman, in retirement since 
the senator’s death, 
heard 
Buckley say that he had been 
close to Lehman and would 
have his support today, she 
came out with a strong state­ 
ment for Bingham.

Election Memories 
Holdrege, Neb. 
I was born in the presiden­ 
tial election y e a r of 1888 
when Benjamin Harrison de­ 
feated President Cleveland. 
I narrowly escaped b e i n g 
named for one or the other 
of them. I was more fortun­ 
ate than Adlai Stevenson who 
said he was too old to cry 
about his defeat. I was young 
enough to cry about the de­ 
feat of W. J. Bryan in 1896, 
and I did so. I am neither a 
politician n o r teacher of 
American history but presi­ 
dential elections have a fas­ 
cination for me. I am not a 
good party man. I voted for 
Hoover and Wilson. 
If I were a teacher, I would 
ask how many of the readers 
of this column know who 
John Scott Harrison was. Not 
being a teacher I cannot get 
a reply, but fortunately 1 
know the answer. He w a s 
the most unique man in 
American history. He was 
not famous; just a plain 
farmer. But he dabbled a lit­ 
tle in politics, being elected 
to the lower House of Con­ 
gress. He was the Demo­ 
cratic nominee for lieutenant 
governor in Indiana in 1861. 
He declined the nomination. 
He was the son of President 
William H. Harrison and the 
father of President Benja­ 
min Harrison. 
1 recall the visit in 1908 of 
Gov. Charles E. Hughes of 
New York and Sen. Beverage 
of Indiana. They were speak­ 
ing from the rear platform 
of a train, touring the Middle 
West and Far West. When 
the train stopped at Hol­ 
drege, my friend, Andrew 
Moyer, and I went to hear 
them. The number of peo­ 
ple who were at the depot 
was very small. Andrew and 
I liked Bryan’s speaking and 
we thought Taft too fat to be 
president. We read the pa­ 
pers an d talked politics. 
Hughes’ flaming red beard 
made" him the most distin­ 
guished appearing candidate 
in the entire country. They 
spoke for Taft. 
Alas, before William H. 
Taft was inaugurated, my 
good friend, Andrew, had met 
a tragic death. I never had 
another friend like him. My 
life was spared. I have been 
permitted 
to 
e n t e r 
the 
twelfth presidential c a m - 
paign since 1908. I had 50 
years in the ministry and do 
not feel that I coaid iiave 


succeeded in any other call­ 
ing. 1 like to think that my 
friend, had he lived, would 
have served his country in 
some public office. 
Due to the small crowd the 
day Hughes and Beverage 
visited Holdrege, they looked 
directly at Andrew and me 
and asked: “ What shall we 
talk about?” Neither of us 
felt we could talk back to 
such distinguished men. Had 
we been a little older an d 
more advanced, our answer 
would have been: “ Honesty 
in politics.”

Officials at the opening of the horse racing season at 
the Bru sh track in Colorado came u p with enou gh prob­ 
lems at their recent opening to last the entire racing 
season. 


The list of difficu lties encou ntered reads lik e a catalog 
of all things that can go wrong at a race track . Bu t they 
all happened in a single day at Bru sh. 


It all started when a record opening day crowd of 
2,484 wiped ’em ou t of programs and Racing Forms be­ 
fore the first bu gle sou nded. Then Eternal Bu g fou led u p 
the mu tu el sy stem when he tossed jock ey Don Hoff du r­ 
ing the post parade and ran off. 


Stewards allowed the riderless pony a cou ple of free 
trips arou nd the track , then blew the whistle on him. 
That forced the mu tu el men to reflgu re the second race 
and dally dou ble pay offs and figu re in a consolation dally 
dou Ne pay off. 


Tonto’s Bu llet was then scratched from the third race 
when stewards discov ered a discrepancy in identification 
papers. The fou rth race went off to perfection, bu t it was 
only a momentary lu ll before the continu ing storm. 
Storm Stride finished second in the fifth bu t was dis­ 
q u alified for interfering with Richards Alazan and Sarmi. 
Tragedy Hits After Fifth 
Trtgedy hit the scene after the finish of the fifth 
when v eteran jock ey Dav e Godair su ffered a fatal heart 
attack . He was rev iv ed by emergency treatment, bu t died 
minu tes later in the Bru sh hospital. 
Jock ey Clarence Haehn was k ick ed in the head while 
mou nting his horse, Bogu s La Ru e, in the paddock before 
the six th. 


As a climax to the bizarre ev ents of the day , one 
bettor tossed away fou r “liv e” Twin Qu inella tick ets 
while disposing of losers. He retriev ed one, another patron 
obv iou sly fou nd two others, bu t one remained missing at 
the deadline of ex change of winning ninth race tick ets to 
10th race selections.
